NNO U have told us the Dreams of the Poets about 
4 1 . ; now, pray, Sir, let us know what. 
the Hiſtorians and Mythologiſts affirm concerning him. 
M. Very willingly. ” Jupiter was King of Crete, 
and contemporary, according to Euſebius, with the 
Patriarch Abraham. This Jupiter depoſed his Father, 
and afterwards divided by Lot the Kingdom with his 
two Brothers Neptune and Pluto. And, becauſe by Lot 
the Eaſtern Part of the Country was given to Jupiter, 
the Weſtern to Pluto, and the Maritime Parts to Nep- 
zune; they took occaſion from hence to feign, that 
Jupiter was the King and God of the Heavens, Nep- 
tune of the Sea, and Pluto of Hell, Nay, Jupiters 
Name was ſo honoured by Poſterity, that all Kings and 
Princes were from him call'd Voves, and thegQueens. 
Junones, from Juno the Wife of Jupiter. - 
Concerning the Mythologiſts, or the Interpreters of 
Fables, I ſhall only obſerve this by the by. There is 
in theſe kind of things ſuch a vaſt Diverſity of Opinions 
* among them ; and which is yet worſe, the Accounts, 
that many of them give, are ſo witleſs and impertinent, 
ſo incongruous to the very Fables, which they pretend 
to explain, that I think ir better to write nothing from 
them, than to trouble the Reader with thoſe things 
which will not probahly ſatisfy him; which when I can- 
not effect, Iwill paſs the Buſineſs over in ſilence, and leave 
it to every ones Diſcretion to deviſe his on Interpreta- 
tions.

a Boar. There is a Story beſides, that Alcithoe, the 
Daughter of Mineus, and her Siſters, becauſe, deſpiſing 
the Sacrifices of Bacchus, they ſtay d at home, and ſpun 
while the Orgia were celebrating, were chang'd into 
Bats. & There is an idle Story, that Lycurgus, who 
attempted many times to hinder theſe Bacchanalia in 
vain, cut off his own Legs, becauſe he rooted up the 
ih Vines to the Diſhonour of Bacchus.

Name of Nimrod may allude to the Hebrew Word Na- 
mur, or the Chaldee Namer, a Nger. And accordingly 
the Chariot of Bacchus was dran by Tygers, and 
himſelf cloath'd with the Skin of a Tyger. 3. Bacchus 
is ſometimes call'd * Nebrodes, which is the very ſame 
with Nimrodus. 4. Moſes ſtiles Nimrod a great Hun- 
ter, and we find that Bacchus is ſtiled 3 Zogreus, which 
in Greek ſignifies the ſame thing. I did nor indeed 
mention this Name of Bacchus among the reſt before, 
becauſe I deſign not a nice and compleat Account of 
every thing. Nor is it abſurd to ſay, that Mmrod pre- 
ſided over the Vines, ſince he was # the firſt King of 
Babylon, where were the moſt excellent Wines, as the 
Ancients often ſay, . 
Others think that 5 Bacchus is Hoſes, becauſe many 
things in the Fable of the one ſeem deriv'd from the 
Hiſtory of the other: For, firſt, ſome feign that he was 
born in Egypt, and preſently thut up in an Ark, and 
thrown upon the Waters, as Moſes was. 2. The Sir- 
name of Bimater. which belongs to Bacchus, may be 
aſcrib d to Moſes, who beſides one Mother by Nature, 
had another by Adoption, King ' Pharaohs Daughter. 
3. They were both beautiful Men, brought up in Arabia, 
good Soldiers, and had Women in their Armies. 4 Or- 
hens directly ſtiles Bacchus ? a Law-giver, and calls 
im * Moſes, and farther attributes to him 9 the two 
Tables of the Law. 5. Beſides, Bacchus was call'd ? Bi. 
cornis ; and accordingly the Face of Moſes appear'd 
double-Horned when he came down from the Moun- 
tain, where he had ſpoken to God; the Rays of Glory 
that darted from his Brow, reſembling the ſproutzhig out 
of Horns.

8. Bacchus dry d up the Rivers Crontes and Hy- 
daſpes, by ſtriking them with his 7\þy:ſzs, and paſs'd 
thro them, as Moſes paſs d thro the Ked-Sea. 9. Tis 
faid alfo, 3 that a little Ivy-Stick, thrown down by one 
of the Facche upon the Ground, crept like a Dragon, 
and twiſted it ſelf about an Oak. And, 10. that“ the 
Indians once were all cover d with Darkneſs, whilſt 
thoſe Bacchæ enjoy d a perfect Day. . 
Prom whence you may collect, that the ancient In- 
venters of Fables have borrow'd many Things from 
the Holy Scriptures, to patch up their Conceits. Thus 
Homer ſays, that Bacchus wreſtled with Palleue, to 
whom he yielded: Which Fable is taken from the 
HFiſtory of the Angel wreſtling with Jacob. In like 
manner Pauſanias reports, that the Greeks at Troy 
found an Ark which was ſacred to Bacchus; which 
when Euripilus had open'd, and view'd the Statue 1 
of Bacchus laid therein, he was preſently ſtruck with 9 
Madneſs: The Ground of which F able is in the ſecond 
Book of Kings, where the Sacred Hiſtory relates, that | 
the Be tigſbemites were deſtroyd by GOP, becauſe _ 3 
they look d with too much Curiofity into the Ark 9 
of the Covenant.

of Bacchus; let us begin with Barchuss Birth.

Drink; who not only halts, but reels and ſtumbles, and

Was Bacchus taken out of the Body of his Mother 
Semele, in the midſt of Thunder and Lightning? So 
when the Wine is drawn out of the Butt, it produces 
Quarrels, Violence, Noiſe, and Confuſion. 


Bacchus was educated by the Naiades,Nymphs of the 
Rivers and Fountains, whence Men may learn to dilute 


their Wine with Water.

P. It eſcap'd my Notice ; nor do I yet ſee why the 
Goddeſs of War ſhould be crown'd with an Olive, which 
is an Emblem of Peace. As I remember I have read in

A. For that very reaſon, becauſe it is the Emblem 
F Peace, it ought to be given to the Goddeſs f Mar: 
For War is only made that Peace may follow. Tho, 
there is another reaſon too, why ſhe wears the Olive: 
For ſhe firſt taught Mankind the uſe of that Tree. When 
M8 C2cops built a new City, Neptune and Minerva con- 
tending about che Name of that City, it was reſolvd 
that which ſoever of the two Deities found out the 
moſt uſeful Creature to Man, ſhould give their Name 
to the City. Neptune brought a Horſe, and Minerva 
caus d an Olive to ſpring out of the Earth, which was 
judg d a more uſeful Creature for Man than the Horſe :

She had many other Names, which I ſhould now re- 
count to you, but becauſe a great many of them are 
inſignificant and uſeleſs, I will ſpeak of two or three 

_. only, after I have firſt diſcourſed of the Palladium. 

Ihe Palladium was an Image of Pallas, preſerv d 
in the Caſtle of the City of Troy ; for while the Caſtle 
and Temple of Minerva was building, they ſay, this 
Image fell from Heaven into the Temple, before it 
was cover'd with a Roof. This ſtirrd up every Bo- 
dus Admiration; and when the Oracle of Apollo was 
conſulted, he anſwer'd, That the City ſhould be ſafe M + 
ſo long as that Image remain d within it. Therefore 
when the Grecians beſieg d Troy, they found 3 that it 
was impoſſible to take the City unleſs the Palladium 
was taken out of it. This Buſineſs was left to Ulyſſes 
and Diomedes, who undertook to creep into the City 
; through#he Common-Sewers, and bring away this Fatal 
Image. When they had perform d this, Troy was taken 
' - «without any Difficulty. + Some fay it was not lawful 
for any Perſon to remove the Palladium, or even to 
look upon it. Others add, that it was made of Wood, 
Jo that it was a Wonder how it could move the Eyes, 
and ſhake the Spear. Others on the contrary report, 
that it was made of the Bones of Pelops, and ſold to 


the Trojans by the Scythians: They add, that Zreas ſW 
'recoyer'd it, after it had been taken by the Greeks, i £4

Names; from whence the Temple at Athens, where 

Ihe was moſt religiouſly worſhip'd, was call'd Parthenon. 

For Minerva, like Veſta and Diana, was a perpetual 

Virgin, and ſuch a Lover of Chaſtity, that ſhe depriv'd 

Tire ſias of his Sight, becauſe he ſaw her bathing in the 

Fountain of Helicon: But Tirefias's Mother, by her 

humble Petitions obtain'd, that ſince her Son had loſt 
the Eyes of his Body, the Sight of his Mind might be 

brighter and clearer, by having the Art of Prophecy. 

DOꝛid indeed aſſigns another Cauſe of his Blindneſs, 
to wit, when Jupiter and Juno in a merry Diſpute 
made him Judge ; becauſe, when he kill'd a She- Serpent 
he had been turn d into a Woman; and, after ſeven 

Years, when he kill'd a He-Serpent, he was again turn d 

into a Man, he pronounc'd for Jupiter, wherefore Juno 
depriv'd him of his Sight. 11 
There is another illuſtrious Inſtance of the Chaſtity 
of Minerva; * When Neptune had enjoy d the beau- 
tiful Meduſa (whoſe Hair was Gold) in her Temple,

Pallas the Symbol of Wiſdom aud Chaſtity. 


Y this Story of Minerva þ the Poets intended to re- 
47 preſent V iſdom; that is, true and ſkilful Knowledge 
Joyn d with diſcreet and prudent Manners. They hereby 
ſignified alſo the underſtanding of the nobleſt Arts, and 
the Accompliſhments of the Mind; the Virtues, and 
eſpecially Chaſtity. Nor indeed without reaſon; for, 

I. Minerva is ſaid to be born out of Fupiter's 
Brain, becauſe the Wit and Ingenuity of Man did 
not invent the uſeful Sciences, which for the good of 
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5 Man were deriv'd from the Brain of Jupiter; that 18g 
from the inexhauſted Fountain of the Divine Wiſdom, _ 
from whence not only the Arts and Sciences, but the 
Bleſſings of Wiſdom and Virtue alſo proceed. I 
2. Pallas was born armed, & becauſe' a wiſe Mans 
Soul, being fortified with Wiſdom and Virtue, is in- 
vincible : He is prepar d and arm'd againſt Fortune; 
in Dangers he is intrepid; in Croſſes unbroken; in 
Calamities impregnable. Thus f fh the Image of Ju- 
, Piter ſweats in foul Weather, yet as Jupiter himſelf is 
dry and unconcern d with it, þ a Wiſe-man's Mind is, 
bardned againſt all the 4ſſaults that Fortune can maks 
upon his Body. „ Te:

Thus it is a ſign of the higheſt Prudence and 
Underſtanding, to pay due Honour to the Aimighty, to 
reverence his Power, to propagate his Worſhip, and 
magnify his Glory. And as Men offered firſt to Janus 
in all Sacrifices, becauſe of his exemplary Holineſs and 
Piety; fo how much the more Worthip Men pay to 
God, fo much the more Honour ſhall they receive 
both from God and Men, as the Precepts and Examples 
in the Holy Scripture do abundantly teſtify. =

on's Feet ; to hide the monſtrous Deformity of which, 
e firſt invented Chariots. Jupiter (as I ſaid) conſen- 
ted, that Vulcan ſhould marry Minerva, if he could over- 
come her Modeſty. For when Vulcan made Arms for 


the Gods, Jupiter gave him leave to chuſe out of the 


Goddeſſes a Wife, and he choſe Minerva. But he ad- 


' moni{h'd Minerva at the ſame time to refuſe him, and 


preſerve her Virginity; as ſhe did admirably well. 

At Kome were celebrated the Vulcania, f Feaſts in 
Honour of Vulcan; at which they threw Animals in- 
to the Fire to be burat to Death. The Athenian: 
inftiruted other Feaſts to his Honour, -call'd Chalcea, 
A Temple beſides was dedicated to him upon the 
Mountain * ina, from which he is ſometimes 
named Ætneus. This Temple was guarded by Dogs, 
whoſe Senſe of Smelling was fo exquiſite, that they 
could diſcern, - whether the Perſons that came thither 
were Chaſte and Religious, or whether they were Wick 
ed: They uſed to meet, and flatter, and follow the 
Good, eſteeming them the Acquaintants and Friends 


of Vulcan, their Maſter ; but they bark d and flew at 


the Bad, and never left off tearing them, till they 
had driven them away.

7 \ ſelf diſcovers, if we believe Varro, who ſays, 

that the Word Vulcan is derived from the Force and 
Violence of Fire. And therefore he is painted with 
a blue Hat, * which is a Symbol of the Cæleſtial or Ele- 
mentary Fire, which 1s by Nature clear, and unmix'd ; 
whereas the Common Fire that is us'd on Earth, is weak, 
and wants continual Fuel to ſupport it, and therefore 
Pulcartis ſaid to be lame. + He is ſaid to have been 

caſt down from Heaven; becauſe the Lightning comes 

from the Clouds and to have fall'n into Lemnos, be- 
cauſe Lightning oft falls into that Iſland. 

But let us a little conſider the Flames of Love; for 
Vulran married Venus. If you admire, wherefore fo 
Fair, ſo delicate, ſo beautiful a Goddeſs ſhould be a 

Wife to ſo deform'd and black a God, you muſt ſuppoſe, 
that Vulcan is the Fire, and Venus the Flame: And 
is not the Union between Fire and Flame very pro- 
er?

His Toil and Labour is like the Work 
of Vulcan; for he who deſperately loves a Woman, 
takes a burning Iron into his Breaſt, his Houſe is a 
Forge, he labours and toils to ſoften her Temper, more

les the Care of himſelf to make her fine and hand- 
ſome, Again, how many Eſtates are melted in Luft's 
Furnice ?

No Fuel can ſatisfy this Fire; the Heat of it never 
decreaſeth, it never cools ; for Venus blows it with Sighs, 
kindles it with Tears, and foments it wirh proud Dif:

Virgins tended with ſo much Care, that if by chance 
this Fire was extinguiſhed, all publick and private Bu- 


ſineſs was interrupted, and a Vocation prochim'd, till 
they had expiated the unhappy Prodigy with incredible 


Pains. |] And if it appear d that the Virgins were the 


Occaſion of its going out by Careleſnefs, they were ſe- 


verely punith'd, and ſometimes with Rods. Upon the 
Kalends of March, every Year, tho it was not ex- 


tinguiſhed, they uſed to renew it, with no other Fire 
than that which was produced by the Rays of the Sur.

A Flame really ſacred, 
beaveuly and divine ; repaired daily by the Food which 
we eat; on-which the Safety and Welfare of our Bodies 
depend. This Flame moves and aQuates the whole 
Body; and cannot be extinguiſhed, but when Life it 
ſelf is extinguiſh d together with it. And then comes a 


lafting Vocation, and a certain End is put to all our 


Buſineſs. in this World. But, if by your own Faults it is 
_ extinguiſhed, we are guilty of our Own Death, and de- 
ſerve that our Memory ſhould rot with our Bodies in the 
Grave, and that our Names ſhould be entomb'd with 


our Carcaſſes; which would be an Afffiction no leſs ſe-

And for this Reaſon it was forbid, that any one ſhould 
bring Myrtle into her Temple. And in her Sacrifices, 


the Veſſels of Wine were cover d; and when the Wo- 


men drank out of them, they call'd it Milk not Wine. 
So extraordinary was the Modeſty of this Goddefs, that 
no Man ever ſaw her, except her Husband ; or ſcarce 
heard her Name ; wherefore her Sacrifices were per- 


form d in private, and all Men were excluded from the 


Temple.

H E R Sacrifices, like the Sacrifices of Bacchus, * were 
celebrated with a. confuſed Noiſe of Timbrels, 
Pipes and Cymbals; and the Sacrificarts hoe d, as 
if they were mad; they profan'd both the Temple of 
their Goddeſs, and the Ears of their Hearers, with their 
filthy Words and Actions. For the following Rites 
were peculiarly obſerv'd in her Sacrifices, * Her Temple 
was open'd not by Hands, but Prayers ; none entered 
who had taſted Garlick : The Prieſts facrific'd to her ſit- 
ting and touching the Earth, and offer'd the Hearts of 
the Victims. And laſtly, among the Trees, the Box 
and the Pine were ſacred to her. The Box, becauſe 
the Pipes uſed in her Sacrifices were made of it. 3 The 
Pine, for the ſake of Atys, Attes, or Attines, a Boy 
that Cybele much lov'd, and made him Pre ſident of her 
Rites, upon Condition, that he always preſerw'd his 
Chaſtity inviolate. But he forgot his Vow, and loſt 
that Virrue. 4 Wherefore the offended Goddeſs threw 
im into ſuch a Madneſs, that he emaſculated himſelf; 
(tho Lucian fays that Cybele did it) and when he was

The Curetes were either Cretars, or Ætolians, or 
Eubæans; and had their Name from 3 Shaving ; fo that 
Curetes and De ton ſi ſignify almoſt the fame thing, For 
they ſhaved the Hair of their Heads before, bur wore 


Hair behind, thar they might not be taken (as it has 


often happen'd) by the Forelocks, by the Enemy; or 


perhaps they were call d Czretes, + becauſe they were

Aya 7igra) ſhe retired into the dark Receſſes of a 
Cave, where the lay ſo privately, rhat none of the Gods 


knew where ſhe was; till Pan the God of the Woods 


diſcover'd her by chance, and told Jupiter; who ſend- 
ing the Fates to her, perſuaded her at laſt to lay aſide 
her Grief, and riſe out of the Cave, which was a 
happy and joyful Thing for all the World. For in 
her Abſence, a great Infection reign'd throughout all 


forts of living Creatures, which ſprang from the Cor- 


ruption of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Granaries 
every where. „ 


FP. But why were the Fruits of the Earth corrupted 
in her Abſence? . 
M. Why? Do you not know that ſhe is the Goddeſs

Earth. And have you not heard that ſhe firſt invented 


and taught the Art of tilling the Earth, and ſowing 
Corn and all Pulſe (except Beans) and of making Bread 
therewith, whereas before they eat only Acorns? This 
you may learn from 3 Ovid, who tells us, that Ceres 


was the firſt that made Laws, provided wholeſom Food, 


and taught the Art of Husbandry, of Plowing and Sow- 


ing: For before her time, the Earth lay rough and un- 


antiquo Verbo Cereo, To idem eſt ac Creo, quod cuncta- 
rum frugum creatrix fit & altrix.

The Child in a few Days became 


a beautiful young Man, by this extraordinary Manner of 
Education; inſomuch that his Father greatly wondering 
at this ſpeedy Progreſs, was very deſirous to know how 
Ceres dealt with his Son; her therefore look d thro a 


ſmall Hole, and ſaw Ceres cover his Son Triptolemus 


with burning Coals: This afrighted him ſo, that he 
cry d out, that Ceres was murdering his Son, wherefore 
he ran into the Room to ſave him. Ceres punith'd his 

imprudent Curioſity with Death; then putting Tripto- 
lemus into the Chariot that you ſee, ſhe ſent him 
throughout the World, to ſhew mankind the Uſe of 
Corn. He executed her Commands fo faithfully, and 
taught men the Art of Husbandry, of Sowing and Reap. 
ing, and of Threſhing the Corn ſo well, that he 

obtain d his Name Triptolemus from thence. 2 
gives us an excellent Deſcription hereof in the E 

the fifth Book of his Metamorphoſis.

Lighted 
Torches were uſed in theſe Sacrifices, 3 becauſe Ceres 
with them ſought Proſer pine; and up and down the 
Streets and the High-ways, they cry d out, Proſer pine, 
till they fill'd all Places with their diſmal Howlings; 
Games were celebrated in theſe Sacrifices, in which 
the Victors + were honour d with a Barley Crow. a 
The 5 Theſmophoria were inſtituted by Triptolemus: 
And thoſe Women who vow'd perperual Chaſtity, were 
initiated in them. For ſome Days a Faſt was kept; 
and Wine was * altogether bamiſh'd from her Altar; 
whence this Expreſſion came, Cereri nuptias facere, 
which (among the Ancients) ſignifies a Feaſt, where 
there was no Wine, Swine were ſacrificed to this God- 
defs, 7 becauſe they hurt the Fruits of the Earth.

When ſhe was very buſy in 
looking after her Gardens and Orchards with great 
Care, and was wholly employ d in watering and ſecuring 
the Roots, and lopping the over-grown Branches, Ver- 
tumnus, a principal God amongſt the Romans, (called 
ſo becauſe he had power to turn himſelf into what ſhape 
he pleas'd) was in love with Pomona, and counterfeited 
the Shape of an old gray headed Woman. He || came 
leaning on a Staff, into the Gardens, admir'd the Fruit 
and Beauty of them, and commending her Care about 
them, he ſaluted her. He view'd the Gardens, and 
from the Obſervations which he had made, he began 
to diſcourſe of Marriage, telling her that it would add 
to the Happineſs even of a God, to have her to Wife.

Whence he is called Hippius, 
and * Hip podromus, and is eſteemed the Pre fident over 
the Horſe Races: At his Altar, in the Circus of Rome, 
Games were inſtituted, in which they repreſented the 
ancient Romans, by Violence carrying away the Sabin 
Virgins, His Altar was under Ground, and he was 


fcrificed unto by the Name of 5 conſus, God of Counſuel ; 


which for the moſt part ought to be given privately ; and 
therefore the God 'Corſas was worſhipped in an obſcure 
and private Place. The ſolemn Games Conſulia, 
which was celebrated in the Month of March, were 
inſtituted in honour of Neptune, whoſe other Name 


was, as I have ſaid, conſu s. At the ſame Time the 
Horſes left working, and the Mules were adorned with- | 


Garlands of Flowers.

Ihe Belides were Fifty Virgin Siſters, fo call'd from 
their Grandfather Belus; nam d alſo Daraides, from 
their Father Danaus, who married em to the Fifty Sons 
of his Brother. The Oracle foretold, that Danaus ſhould 
be ſlain by his Son-in-Law ; wherefore he commanded 
his Daughters to provide Daggers, and on their Wed- 
ding-Nights to kill all their Huſbands. All the Daugh- 
texs perform d their Promiſes, and killd their Huſbands, 
but Hypermzeſtra ſpar d Lynceus her Huſband, who al- 
terwards kill d Danaus, and took his Kingdom. This 
great Impiety was thus puniſh'd ; ¶ they were condemn d 
to draw Water out of a deep Well, and fill a Tub that 
(like a Sieve) is full of Holes: The Water runs out f 
the Tub as faſt as it is put in, ſo that they are tormen- 
ted with an unprofitable Labour without End. 
Tuntalus is another remarkable Criminal. He wa 
the © Son of Jupiter by the Nymph Plota. He invited

Afterwards the Gods ſent Mercury to recall 
it him to Life, and gave him an Ivory Shoulder inſtead ef 
the Shoulder which Ceres had eaten. * This Pelops 
was the Huſband of Hippodamia, of whom Atreus and 
Thyeſtes were born; the latter whereof was banith'd be- 
cauſe he corrupted his Brother Atreuss Wife; and 
when he was recall'd from Baniſhment, he eat up thoſe 
Children that he had by her: For Atreus kill d them, 
and brought em in Diſhes to the Tahle, where he and 
Thyeftes dined together. Tis ſaid, that the Sus was nat 
able ro endure ſo horrible a Sighr, but turn'd his Courſe 
back again to the Eaſt. But as Tantalus's Crime was 
greater, ſo was his Puniſhment: 4 For he is tormented 
with eternal Hunger and Thirſt in the midſt of Plenty 
both of Meat and Drink; he ſtands in Water up to his 
Lips, but cannot drink it; and Meat is placed juſt to his 
Mouth, which he cannot take hold on. Ovid mentions 
this Puniſhment of Tartalzs, but affigns another reaſon 
of it, namely, becauſe he divulg'd the Secrets of the 
Gods to Men. But this was but part of his Puniſhment, 
for over his Head hangs a weighty Stone, which he 
with Horror and Dread expects thould fall on him, and 
daſh out his Brains, every moment.

Scon after his Birth, ius commanded a Soldier to 

carry his Son Oedipus into a Wood, and then deftroy 
him, becauſe it had been foretold by the Oracle, that 
He ſhould be kill'd by his own Son. But the Soldier 
was moved with Pity towards the Child, and afraid to 
imbrue his Hands in Royal Blood, wherefore he pierced 
his Feet with a Hook, and hang d him upon a Tree to 
be kill'd with Hunger. One of the Shepherds of Poly 
ius, King of Corinth, found him, and brought him 
to the Queen, who, becauſe ſhe-had no Children, edu- 
cated him as her own Son, and from * His ſwollen Feet 
call'd him Oedipus. This Oedipus, when he came to 
Age, knew that King Polyhius was not his Father, and 
therefore reſolv'd to find out his Parents; conſulting the 
Oracle, he was told, that he ſhould meet his Father in 
Phocis.

The Penates are ſo calld from the Latin Word Pe. 
nus; which Word, as! Tully ſays, includes every thing 


that Men eat. Or elſe they have this Name from the 


Place allotted to them in the Heavens, becauſe they 


are placed in the moſt inward and private Parts of the 
Heavens where they reign : Hence they call them Fe- 
ne trales, and the Place of their Abode Pexetrale. They 
entirely govern us by their Reaſon, their Heat, and 
their Spirit, ſo that we can neither live, nor uſe our 
Underflanding without them, yet we know neither the 
Number nor Names of them. The Ancient Hetruſci 
call d them Conſentèes and Complices ; ſuppoſing that 
they are Jupiters Counſellors, and the Chief of the 
Gods, And many reckon Jupiter himſelf, together 
with Juno and Minerva, among the Perates, But I 
will give you a more diſtinct and particular Informa- 
tion in this Matte. — 
There were Three Orders of the Di; Penates: 1. 


Thoſe who govern'd 3 Kingdoms and Provinces, and 


were abſolutely and ſolely call'd Penates. 2. Thoſe who 
preſide over Cities only, and theſe were call'd. the * Gods 
of the Country, or the great Gods; Fneas makes men- 
tion of them 5 in Virgil. 3. Thoſe who preſided over 
particular Houſes and Families, and theſe were call d 
the © ſinall Gods. The Poets make frequent mention 
of them, eſpecially Virgil, who in one Place mentions 
Fifty Servant-maids, whoſe Buſineſs it was to look after

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They were made Domeftick Gods, aud accordingly 
preſided over Houſes, Streets and Ways. On this 
Account they were worſhipped * in the Roads and open 


Streets, called in Latin Compita, from whence the Games 


celebrated in their Honour were called 3 Compitalitiz, 


Compitalitia, and ſometimes Compitalia. When theſe 


Sports were exerciſed, + the Images of Men and Wo- 
men, made of Wool, were hung ia the Streets; and 
fo many Balls made of Wool as there was Servants in 
the Family, and ſo many compleat Images as there were 
Children, The meaning of which Cuſtom was this : 
Theſe Feaſts were dedicated to the Eares, who were 


eſteemed Infernal Gods; the People deſiring hereby that 
theſe Gods would be contented with theſe woolen Ima. 


ges, and ſpare the Perſons repreſented by them. Ihe 
Roman Youths uſed to wear a golden Ornament called 
HBulla, about their Necks ; it was made in the Shape of 
an Heart, and hollow within. This they wore till they 
were Fourteen Years of Age, and then they put it off, 
and hanging it up, conſecrated it to the Larès, as we 


learn; from Per ſius. Theſe Lares ſometimes were 


cloath'd in the Skins of Dogs, and were 7 ſometimes 
faſhioned in the Shape of Dogs ; whence that Creature 
was conſecrated to them. © © TJ. 

The Place in which the Zares were worſhipp'd was 
calld Lararium; and in the Sacrifices offer d to them,

But beſides, the Oracle of Apollo or Delphos adviſed 
and perſwaded him to ſubmit himſelf, and obey Euriſt- 
beus's Commands; and eſpecially to undergo willingly 
the Twelve Labours which his Maſter ſhould lay upon 
him. Hercules obey d the Fates, and ſerv d Euriſthius 
twelve Years ; and perform'd the moſt dangerous and 
difficule Commands with a ſuitable Courage and Succeſs. 
Some ſay, that Hercules ſervd him voluntarily, and 
E theſe difficult Tasks, to thew how great Love 

e bore Euriftehus. Tho' Hercules perforin'd an in- 
finite Number of memorable Actions, twelves are eſſ pn 
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Hercules Labours ; ſo great was the Pains and fo in- 
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ally celebrated: And thoſe twelve are compriſed in a; 


many * Latin Verſes, tranſlated out of the Greet. 
The particular Account of theſe twelve is this.
